THE real value of paint depends upon the service it 
will render. The service to be rendered may properly 
be classified as follows : 
First, its durability — it must resist to the maximum ex- 
posure to rain, sunshine and variations in temperature. 

Second, it must penetrate properly and cover the largest 
amount of surface to the gallon — actually cover with an 
opaque, solid coating. 

Third, the tints, shades and colors must be uniform and 
permanent (non-fading and non-changing). 

Fourth, it must spread freely and easily under the brush. 
Fifth, it must, when the time arrives for re-painting, pre- 
sent a surface to which subsequent coats of paint will adhere 
• readily. 

True economy in the use of paint does not consist in pur- 
chasing at the lowest price per gallon, but in being reasonably 
sure that it is honestly made and possesses in the fullest de- 
gree the qualifications above outlined. The cost of apply- 
ing paint is about double the cost of the paint. It is therefore 
false economy to purchase paint that will wear only from one 
to two years, rather than four years or more, as it should, 
and thus pay twice as much as is necessary for paint and 
painting. 

How Perfect Paint Muat be Made 

Paints are made from pigments and reducing vehicles 
(or thinners). The pigments may be divided into two gen- 
eral classes — whites and colors. The reducing vehicles in 
honestly made paint intended to give the best service, consist 
of linseed oil, turpentine and dryer of the best quality. 
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New Era Paint (Acme Quality) 

White Pigments. White lead (carbonate of lead) and 
zinc oxide are undoubtedly the most important and most gen- 
erally used of the white pigments in making perfect paints, 
and should be employed whenever it is possible to do so. 

White Lead alone, however, does not make a perfect 
paint. It possesses greater body (opacity or density) than any 
other white pigment, but does not spread over as much sur- 
face as zinc oxide, and has an unfortunate tendency to "chalk 
off" or "flour" in a comparatively short time, thus failing to 
afford proper protection to the surface upon which applied. 

Zinc Oxide, on the other hand, forms a solid, practically 
non-porous surface, which, should there be any moisture in 
surface over which it is applied, will peel off in large flakes. 
It also has a tendency to "crack" and "check" and forms a 
smooth -surface to which a subsequent coat of paint will not 
readily adhere. 

Sublimed White Lead and Zinc-Lead. These pig- 
ments while not used uearly so extensively as carbonate of 
lead and zinc-oxide in the manufacture of white paints, pos- 
sess properties which render them of great value in making 
paint that (must resist the action of gases, salt, air, etc., and in 
which chemical colors are required to produce certain tints and 
shades. A chemical action is produced when tinting colors of 
this character are brought into intimate contact with carbon- 
ate of lead for any length of time, which soon results in the 
tint or shade being practically destroyed, as well as affecting 
the durability of the paint. 

Reinforcing White Pigments. These are designated as 
"reinforcing" because that is a logical name for them. When 
used properly they control, modify and correct the weakness 
or evil tendencies in other pigments. Some of them are in- 
destructible — the elements are powerless to affect and the 
strongest acids have no action. They all assimilate and are 
insoluble in paint mediums and counteract possible acidity and 
protect the oil. They are a decidedly useful factor in paint 
making when used in proportions that improve the product. 
When used unnecessarily and in excess, they will impair the 
value of paint, and under such conditions are properly termed 
adulterants. In this class we name sulphate of barium (ba- 
rytes), silica, china clay, gypsum, magnesium silicate and 
calcium carbonate.

A perfect white paint is produced by a combination of 
white lead, zinc oxide, and a small percentage of reinforcing 
material The weaknesses of both white lead and zinc oxide 
are overcome by their combination in proper proportions, and 
exhaustive experiments and years of experience have proven 
beyond doubt that the addition of a small percentage of a 
proper reinforcing pigment gives a better working and better 
wearing white paint. The proportion of each pigment must 
be absolutely correct, and they must be so thoroughly com- 
bined as to necessitate the use of powerful and specially de- 
vised machinery. 

Colored Pigments. These consist of two classes, 
"mineral" colors and "chemical" colors. The mineral colors 
are the oxides, such as Ochres, Venetian Reds, Indian Reds, 
Umbers and Siennas, obtained from natural sources or man- 
ufactured. This class of colors will combine readily with 
white lead, zinc, or any of the white pigments, without affect- 
ing the durability or other good properties of the paint, but 
the range of tints that may be secured from their use is not 
sufficient to meet the general demand. To produce the infinite 
variety of tints, shades and colors demanded it is necessary 
to use chemically prepared colors. These must be combined 
with white pigments to produce tints, with a perfect knowl- 
edge of the chemical action of the ingredients, as otherwise 
the tints would quickly change or fade and the wearing and 
working properties of the paint would be destroyed. This 
applies particularly to "Old Dutch" or "Quick Process" Lead, 
but do not to so great an extent to the "Mild Process" where 
no acid, but Nature's forces only are used in its production. 
It is for these reasons that white lead alone or white lead 
and zinc oxide combined cannot always be used as a base 
upon which to make tints, and these are also the reasons 
that render other white pigments absolutely necessary in the 
manufacture of perfect paints. The statement that any one 
white pigment is the best and only proper pigment to use in 
making good paint is absolutely absurd. In making New Era 
Paint (Acme Quality) each white, tint, shade, or color is 
made specially with the view of producing the best results 
from the use of that particular white, tint, shade or color.
